Russell Crossing of St. Paul «' 
Scene of Another Killing 

One man was killed instantly and two 
•others had remarkably . close escapes 
when a northbound flyer, speeding GO 
miles an hour on the St. Paul road,; 
struck an automobile at * 'death cross- 
ing," Russell, Monday afternoon. The 
dead man is Otto Miller, aged 40;*; a 

■ plasterer, residing* af Highland Park. 
The other occupants of the car were: 
Frank Do Woody of Beach, owner of the 
car, and C. J/ Dexter, a storekeeper at 

"tRussell. 

The toll of death at this^crossing 
- alone has reached eight or ten. 

. De Woody was driving his car west 
when struck by the train. In speaking 
of the matter he said he was observing 
all possible precautions. 

"My car was going at a speed not to 
exceed six miles an hour. There was a 
strong wind blowing from tho north. 
This prevented me from hearing the ap- 
proach of tho train or any- .warning 
.^whistle, if one was blown. My mind is 
dozed so far as the details are concern- 
■ed. 1 did not see - the train— all . I re- 
member Is a whiz and the auto was 
iiurled to one side. I don't even re- 
member. whether I was thrown out or 

■ .whether. I got out." 

Although hurled to the opposite side 
of the tracks and turned completely 

: around the auto was not overturned. 
The reor end of the car was demolished. 
Miller, -who had been in De Woody r s 
employ for some time, was riding in the 

• rear seat. Dextor was in. front with 
the driver.

waiting room but it was found ^hat life 
was extinct.

Elmer McCue is Return- 
ing to His Home 

Bereft of tifo hearing aB a result of 
the concussion formed by the explosion 
of a German shell which struck the 
dugout in which he was acting as nurse 
for the. hospital corps of the U. S. 
Field Artillery, Elmer McCue, son of 
Mrs. W. T. Horrower formerly of-.this 
place, is now enroute home to Wauke- 
gun, the firBt Waukegan man who hoB 
heen declared incapacitated *and order- 
ed back from the front since the war 
started. 

Harrower, or McCue as he is known 
In the army, is 24 years • old and has 
been a "regular" going on three years, 
having enlisted in the hospital corps 
when the* Mexican trouble came on. 
With the field artillery he went abroad 
last August and has been ut -the front 
for five months. 

According to word received by rel- 
atives, Elmer was at work on injured 
men in the hospital dugout which was 
15 feet below the surface of the ground. 
A German shell' came sizzing through 
the air, struck the dugout and, according 
to Elmer's letter, "blew up our back 
yard." 

The letter tells how the concussion 
was so great that it made him completly 
deaf and the belief now is that his ear 
drums were broken and therefore his 
hearing is gone forever. Furthermore, 
after the first explosion, the men made 
a hasty exit from the dug-out and they 
barely got outside when another shell 
came and blew up the front part of the 
underground shelter. Thus, hod they 
remained inside they would have been 
killed. 

McCue is -now enroute home decause 
his services are no longer of value to 
the armies, seeing that his hearing has 
been lost. •

Milk Producers 

Take Firm Stand 

Prices for milk for July, August. and 
September submitted by the producers 
to W. E. Lamb, representative of the 
food administration, indicate that 13 
cents a quart will be paid by the con- 
sumer if no compromise can be reached. 
It is understood that the milk produc- 
ers demand $2.75 per hundred pounds' 
for July, $2.85 for'August and $2L92 for 
September. / 

iFollowing a session Wednesday morn- 
ing attended by producers, distributors 
and the condensing interests, an ad- 
journment was taken until 2:30 p. mi 
when each of the three. committees wis 
to return ready to make a quick settle- 
ment. The original plan was to fix 
monthly price,, but Mr. Lamb urged al 
to get together on a schedule that 
would coyer the three months* period 

Increase in. freight rates, higher 
i wages paid labor and the raise in ice 
costs all contribute to an increased 
price in milk. 

Differences which developed between 
distributors and condensers prevented a 
decision from being reached at the 
afternoon session. 

Every effort is being made' by the 
Chicago interests to prevent the price 
from going above 12 at retail in that 
city, but the outcome was still. in doubt 
when the hearing . adjourned Wednes- 
day night.

Camp Gordon 

; The following letter received by this 
office from John L. Horan, tells Inter- 
esting facta about Mb stay at Camp 
Gordon, Georgia, and we publish it for 
the benefit of. ou r readers. 
jDear. Friends: : 

Today I made a brake for town and 
it. sure seemed good to get out and see 
people once again) by next Wednesday 
night we will be in camp four weeks. 

We have been worked 'pretty hard in 
those four weeks, and only about three 
have played out; of course not exactly 
from the labor; but the shots in the 
back; it puts some of the boys % in a 
queer position, for myself, not bragging 
any, I held my own, but the first hour 
was the hardest, had to be vaccinated 
twice. Outside of these minor happen- 
ings I don'tthink any of the boys can 
kick and to tell the truth, the 68th Co., 
(ours) is the best in the regiment so 
far, all Illinois boys with the exception 
of soma Onion's, .the Antioch boys are 
today, yet, some from all over Lake 
county. 

One fact I mention* is that we have 
been getting good eats. Why? Be- 
cause we had the cook with us, from 
Waukegan, Duke Nolan, I believe he 
was cook at. the Boston Cafe. 

From the beginning of the first form- 
ation I was acting Corporal over seven 
men, since then I hkye been promoted 
to (the reason, they are short of men) 
Sargeant of the firsp platoon of forty- 
eight men. 

From myjaddress' y6u : might get the 
meaning of the regiment, fcfactall the 
company in the same order; 6th Re- 
placement regiment, which means we 
are supposed to be ready at any time 
to replace fallen men in France, and 
from the rate we are going we ought 
to be there by the last of July. Camp 
Gordon has a record of turning out well 
trained soldiers faster than any other 
camp. 

I forgot to. mention the fact that in 
our company we have seven conscien- 
tious objectors on the strength of relig- 
ion, Zionites. and believe me they sure 
are getting theirs. They get a chance 
at all the dirty jobs. 

Well, A. B., the only thing I can 
complain about the south is the heat. 
Don't ever come down here for a vaca- 
tion. 1 will never say anything of the 
Illinois heat again. We even have hot 
water to drink. There are '70,000 sold- 
iers in camp here. Must bring my 
letter to a close;

Status of Men Married 

Since Draft Changed 

New, regulations changing the draft 
status of men married since the draft 
law went into effect will be issued at 
Washington soon* 

The new ^regulations, as announced 
in Chicago, by Lieut. Col. J. S. Easby- 
Smith, representing Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, follow: 

Men married since May 18, 1917, will 
be placed in Class 2 if they have chil- 
dren. Those not having children will 
be placed in Class 1. 

Men who became 21 sines June 5, 
1917, if married since January 15, 1918 
(the date the bill requiring youths at- 
taining 21 to register was introduced in 
Congress,) will be placed In Class 1. 
If married between May 18,. 1917, and 
and Jan. 15," 1918, thev will be placed 
in Class 1. If married between May 
18, 1917, and Jan. 15, 1918, they will be 
placed in Class 2 if childless and in Class 
4 if thev have children. 

Other important announcements made 
by Lieut Col. Easby-Smith follow: 

• More than 2,500,000 of the 3,000,000 
Americans' now underarms came from 
the ranks of the registered men. Of 
the total 1,600,999 jvere drafted. Only 
about 500.000 are men outside ^draf* 
ages. 

. Coincident with the revision of their 
deferred draft: lists, local boards should 
re-examine into the physical qualifica- 
tions of registrants previously rejected 
as physically unfit. 

Men held for special or limited mili- 
tary service will have their defects 
corrected so as to permit their entrance 
into the/ army. Maryland has already 
begun this work, using private hospitals 
and volunteer physicians and surgeons. 

Present plans call for using Class 1 
men onlv, of whom there are believed 
to be approximately 2, UO 0,000, includ- 
ing last week '8 registrations. 
■ Questional res to be issued in -the near 
future for June 5 registrants differ 
from old questibnaires and provide that

This sentence sounds the keynote 
rof the industrial policy of the two 
jgreat divisions of the United 'States 
inrmy — today placing numberless con- 
(tracts of fabulous size "and value— 
'the ordnance department nnd the 
Kiuartenuaster's department. In "Gem 
ieral Orders No^.13," from which this 
sentence Is quoted. Issued not long ago 
-{by -the ordnance department nnd later 
(adopted by the quartermaster general, 
i are set forth In some detail the prln- 
iciples of this policy, and In no uncer- 
tain words the reason for Its existence. 
4, It Is a fair assumption," it goes on 
to say, "that for the most part these 
(safeguards .are tho mechanisms of ef- 
ficiency. Industrial history proves that 
reasonable hours, fair working condi- 
tions, and n proper wage scale are es- 
sential to high .production." Enlight- 
ened patriotism, in other words, do- 
maads not that the workers shall work 
long hours -at top speed for the least 
(possible wages, but that for the sake 
'of output they shall make a steady 
{reasonable expenditure of strength for 
ia reasonable length of time under prop- 
er conditions. We have long heard 
these things demanded for the good of 
the workers, but now a new partner- 
ship"" has been 'formed. Efficiency and 
humanity go hand in hand. 

From tho time of our entrance into 
Ithc war, the' Importance of conserving 
(labor standards has been emphasized 
land re-emphnslzed by important offi- 
cials in tho government. The presi- 
dent himself, in welcoming at the 
"White House the British labor com- 
Imlsslon which visited thlB country lost 
jspring, snid that "nothing would he 
Imorc deplorable"- than "to set aside 
icven temporarily the laws which hnve 
'.safeguarded the standards of labor and 
iof life," when we nre fighting in a 
TcauBe which "means the lifting of the 
'standards of life." .Secretary Baker, 
la's chairman of the council of defense 
iln- April of last year, stated In a let- 
•ter addressed -to the governors of the 
istntcs a resolution passed by the coun- 
cil, ."That the council of nntlonnl de- 
ifense urge upon the legislatures of 
itho states, as well- as all admlnlstra- 
jtlve agencies charged with the eaforce- 
jinent of labor and health laws, the 
: greot duty of maintaining tho-exlstlng 
safeguards as to the health and wel- 
fare of workers, and that no departure 
from such present standards in state 
laws or state rulings affecting labor 
should ho taken without the declara-

he woman's committee throughout tho 
country are doing ond will do till In 
their power to put this Indorsement 
Into practlcnl effect, with the co-opera- 
tion of the department of women in 
Industry of the woman's committee ut 
Washington. 

What arc these standards, and why 
are standards for working women of 
such prime Importance to the nation 
at this time? Proper conditions of 
woman's labor have always been of 
peculiar importance to the state. In 
pence times the United States Supreme 
court held thnt, for the take of future 
generations, It was constitutional to 
limit the working hours of. women to 
eight hours a day. Today In war- 
time limitation of hours It is Important 
for an additional reason. Modern war- 
fare Is not fought In the trenches I 
alone. The army at the front Is help- 1 
less if the second lino of defense, the 
army in factories, Is not able to keep 
up productfon of. supplies. In empha- 
sizing the necessity of rigid enforce- 
ment of existing legal standards, and 
urging thnt "even where the law per- 
mits a nine or ten-hour day, effort 
should be made to restrict the work of 
women to eight hours," the ordnance 
department has In mind primarily the 
output of munitions. In urging, the 
prohibition of night work, they state 
that "English Investigators have found 
that night work for women involves 
proportionately larger costs 'for super- 
vision and protection." Tho human 
cost of night work has long been 
k'nown to socinl Investigators. A 
world war has brought out Its pecun- 
iary extravagance. 

The Saturday half holiday— "ah ab- 
solute essential for women under all 
■conditions"— adequate meal and rest 
periods, nnd one day's rest In seven, 
also find plnce In this government list 
of industrial standards. Even, with 
tho best will In the world, and despite 
the most ardent spirit of sacrlilcc, hu- 
man beings cannot do continuous work 
without losing their efficiency. The 
English workers, who tolled such long 
hours'at the beginning of the war, did 
so willingly for the sake of their sol- 
diers. In the words of J. H. Thomas, 
member of the British labor commis- 
sion to this country: 

"We got reports of our lads being 
mowed down, unable to defend them- 
selves, simply like rabbits In a hole, 
being mowed down ull for want of 
munitions. You can quite understand 
thnt public sentiment was thnt we had 
to give them some protection, and our 
men nnd .our women were working 14, 
10, 10 nnd all manner of hours, 120 
hours n week, .not so much because 
they were compelled, don't get that 
Into your heads, but because the very 
circumstances, the moral Influence of 
doing something for these gallant lads 
to give them a chance compelled us 
all to forget hours and everything elso. 
"Now, as the war went on 1 the sick- 
ness returns showed an alarming In* 
crease. The general health of the peo- 



ple was going down. Holidays you 
must remember were abandoned and 
the strain wns beginning to be felt. 
The government, set up a committee 
composed of employers, trade union 
representatives and government offi- 
cials, an Impartial tribunal. They

long hours and Sunday labor were dls- 
l astrous, not only to the health of tho 
men and women, hut to the eillclcncy 
of the service and they were unnnl- 
mnus In condemning long hours. And 
we say without hesitation, having re- 
gard to that experience,. that It Is un- 
economical, it Is unwise and It is bad 
manngement to work men or women 
abnormally long hours because It does 
not pay In tho end." 

Proper regulation of hours, alone, 
however, will not solve the problem. 
The ordnance department knows that 
It will not help production to limit 
hours If the men and wo;ncn who work 
these hours nre not secured in tho 
fundamental necessities of life— If they 
are hungry, poorly clothed nnd Im- 
properly housed. Therefore, It Is 
urged that standards of wages "al- 
ready established In the Industry and 
In the locality should not be lowered," 
"that minimum wage rates bear a con- 
stant relution to increases in the cost 
of living," nnd that, In tho case of re- 
placement of men by women, there 
should he equal pay for equal work. 
In Justice to our. soldiers at the front, 
the standards of the Jobs they have- 
left behind must not bo lowered by 
these new recruits, who will, In In- 
creasing numbers, take their places In 
tho Industrial army. 

British ofuelol estimates stnto thnt 
since the wnr began, some 1,400,000 
women have directly. replaced men, ann 
some OOOjOOO are employed directly on 
munitions. The replacement of men 
by women has, ^comparatively, not 
been extensive In the United States as 
yet." But day liy day we hear of new 
occupations entered, and old ones ex- 
tended. Women. are the reserve labor 
power of the nation, and, If .the wnr 
goes on, will Inevitably he called into 
Industry In greater and greater num- 
bers. Increasing demands will he nuido 
upon them, unwise sacrifices will with- 
out doubt be demanded, short-sighted 
ottempts will ho made to break down 
labor laws. . But. because, In the light 
of Englnnd's experience, and of our 
own best Industrial practice, we know 
that exhausted workers mean de- 
creased production— and because In 
the case of women workers, they 
'mennj too, a deterioration of the race, 
the people of the country must he en 
guard with that "vigilance" demanded 
by Its chief of ordnance "lest tho safe- 
guards with which the people of our 
country have sought to protect labor 
should be unwisely and unnecessarily 
broken down."

Secretary of the Treasury Announces 
Program for tho Next Four • 
Months— Banks Asked to 
Aid. 



Washington. June 18.— The govern- 
ment's flnunclal program for the next 
four months was disclosed on Sunday 
night by Secretary McAdoo's announce- 
ment that In preparation for the fourth 
Liberty loan, to be flouted probably lu 
Oetober, about $0,000,000,000 certlU- 
cates of Indebtedness will be Issued. 
^They will be offered In blocks of 
$750,000,000 each every two weeks be- 
ginning June 23. 

Every national bank and trust com- 
pany Is asked to assist the government 
by subscribing 5 per oeut of Its gross 
resources monthly. 

The certificates will boar 4% per 
cent Interest, like; Uiorc preceding tho 
third Liberty loan; and will hnvo vary- 
ing maturity periods, not exceeding 
four months. 

The announcement of this program 
indicates that the fourth Llbertv loan 
will be for at least $0,000,000,000, the 
exact amount depending on govern- 
ment expenditures, in the next four 
months. 

The treasury already tins' estimated 
these roughly at about $12,000,000,000 
between July 1 ancTrioxt January 1. 

The sale of certificates under the 
plan in effect during the • last year 
amounts virtually to borrowing In ad- 
vance from banks on projected popu- 
lar war loans or tax collections, and 
periodically refunding these short- 
term obligations In long-term Liberty 
bonds. 

Depositary banks make 2% per cent 
net, the difference between the 4% per 
cent Interest paid by the government, 
and the 2 per cent from the deposits.

London. — Germany's- untiring efforts 
foment revolution In Ireland with 
le aid 'of the Sinn Fein are laid hare 
a statement from the official press 
Sureau,' reviewing this phase of the 
:Ish political situation since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

/After the rebellion of Easter week, 
j 1010, plans were made for- a revolt in 
1017, but this miscarried because of 
, America's entry Into the war and Ger- 
Sany's Inability to send troops to Ire- 
Mand. An uprising In Ireland was 
^planned for this year after the Ger- 
man offensive. In tho west had been 
^successful and when Great Britain pre- 
sumably would he. stripped of troops*. • 
Concerning the recent arrests In Ire- 
land, the statement says, 'the facts 
nnd documents for obvious reasons, 
i cannot be disclosed nt this time, nor 
1 can the means of communication be- 
tween Germany and Ireland. 
One phnse of every plan called for 
'^tho establishment of submarine bases. 
y In Ireland. In the present circum- 
stances, It Is added, no other course 
' was open to the government "If use- 
less bloodshed was to be avoided and 
Its duties to Its allies- fulfilled, but to 
Intern the Authors And Abettors of this 
crlmlnnl Intrigue." ;,* 

German Government In Plot. 

The statement from the press bu- 
reau follows:* 

"The revolutionary movement In Ire- 
land which culminated In the arrest of 
a considerable number of persons last 
week consisted of two closely related 
series of activities. Attempts by the 
German government to foment rebel- 
lion In Ireland nnd preparations In Ire- 
land to carry these attempts Into ac- 
tion. - - 

• "The story of the active connection 
between the lenders of the Sinn Fein 
movement nnd the Germans, ab dis- 
closed by documents In possession of 
the British government, falls into two 
parts — the period prior to nnd the pe- 
riod since the abortive Irish rebellion 
o£ Easter, 1010. 

V '•The' events of the first period can 
be told in some detail, but tho second 
period, which concerns recent events, 
permits of. no more than n summary, 
ns a full statement of the facts and 
documents in possession of the govern- 
ment would disclose the names of per- 
sons who stood by the government and 
also the channels of communication 
through which thc.Gormnn government 
was acting nnd which It would not be 
In the public Interest to reveal at pres- 
ent. 

American Carried Messages. 

"The story begins as early In the 
• war us' November 0, 1014, when nerr 
Zimmerman n transmitted, through 
Count von BernstorlT a message from 
Sir Roger Casement (later captured In 
Ireland nnd executed) asking that a 
messenger, u native-born American If 
possible, bo sent to. Ireland wlt,h word 
that everything was favorable: He 
was to carry no letter, for fear of ur- 
rest. Casement also asked that on 
Irish priest should be sent to Germany 
with the assistance of the German le- 
gation in Norway to work In prison 
camps to corrupt Irish prisoners of 
war. The priest was a certain Father 
John T. Nicholson, an American cltl- 
«en of Irish birth. He reached Ger- 
many safely, nnd wo found him In Jan* 
nary, 1015, transmitting messages to 
America, 

"According to n report of CApt. von 
Papen *(Gcrmnn military attache In 
' "Washington), dated December 5, 1014, 
verbal assurances were sent In re- 
sponse to Casement's request that an 
excellent Impression had been pro- 
duced In Ireland. In the beginning of 
1014 the- plot ripened and on February 
10 of that. year Count von BernstorfC 
sent to n covering address in Itotter- 
dam a dispatch signed with the name 
of 'Sknl, one of his principal Ameri- 
can agents. 

"The dispatch included nn extract 
from the report of John Devoy, hend 
of tho Clnn-nn-Gael, totho effect that 
action In Ireland, could not bo post- 
poned much longer sinco he feared the 
^nrrest of the leaders. It had been de- 
cided, ho said, to begin action on Eas- 
ter Saturday, nnd lie urged that arms 
nnd munitions' bo in limerick by. that 
date. 

Bernstorff Set Date. 

"Later in the same month Von Bern- 
storff, following his usual practice, sur- 
reptitiously attached 'to a message to 
Berlin passed by tho American govern- 
ment, n note fixing Easter Saturday 
for the rising and- urging tho dispatch 
of munitions.* On March 4 Von Jugow 
(Germnn foreign minister) replied that 
the arms would "bo hinded lh Tralee 
bay, and asked that tho necessary ar- 
rangements he mnde In Ireland, 
through Devoy. . On* .Mnrch 14 Von 
Bernstorff replied that the Irish agreed 
and that full details. were being scut to 
Ireland by messenger. 

"The next' fay Von" Bornstorif tele- 
.fcraphed the code to bo uspd between- 



the Germans and the rebels while the 
arms -were In transit, nnd explained 
that a submarine might safely enter 
Dublin bay and go as fur as Pigeon 
House without encountering nets. 

"On March 20 Von Jagow replied 
that the arms would he sent nnd that. 
a special code word would he used ev- 
ery night as the Introduction to the 
Germnn wireless press service. In a, 
message from Von Bernstorff to. Berlin 
the Germans were assured that there 
were i numerous private wireless re^ 
celvlng stations in Ireland. 

"On April 18 nnd April 10 urgent 
messages wore sent from America to 
Berlin fixing, the delivery of arms for 
the evening of Easter Sunday, press- 
ing for the landing of German troops 
and asking for nn nlr raid on Eng- 
land and, a naval attack on the Eng- 
lish const. These attacks actually 
took place between April 24 nnd 20. 

"It was declared to bo the .hope' of 
the rebels and their German and Amor- 
lean friends to blockade Irish ports 
against England and establish bases 
ia Ireland for Gernuin submarines. 

"The rebellion broke out n day later 
than scheduled, on Easter Monday, 
April 24, but, as the world Is aware, 
German support miscarried and It end- 
ed In complete failure. The report of 
tho royal commission on the rebellion 
in Ireland states: 

"'It Is now a matter of common 
notoriety that the Irish volunteers had 
been In communication with the author- 
ities- in Germany nnd were' for a long 
time known to have been supplied with 
money through Irish-American socie- 
ties.

"On this occasion the Gorman gov- 
ernment was to fix tho time, and as an 
Inducement the advantages of having 
submarine and Zeppelin bases In west 
Ireland was Insisted upon. Von Bern- 
storflf, on December A, attaching sur- 
reptitiously to a message passed by 
the government, n note, In which ho 
luemioned Unit the Irish 'leaders In 
America were pressing for an answer 
to their proposal of September 8. Ho

The Italian and allied troops were 
uble to gain' partial successes and to 
rectify - their lines at several points 
along the front. 

The .Austrian*, disregarding their 
losses, continued their endeavors to 
cross, : the Phive river, but the Italians 
are bravely holding their positions. 

•Vienna Claims 12,000 Prisoners. 

VIennn r .Tun , 18.— The number of 
Italian and allied prisoners captured 
by the Austrp-Hungarlan forces in 
their new offensive on the northern It- 
nly front has been Increased to 12,- 
000, the Aastro-IIungnrlau official 
statement says. 

The Austrluns have captured Capo 
Silo, on the southern end of the Plave 
line and on the west side of the river, 
and also have captured ground to the 
west of Sau Dona dl Plave, the state- 
ment adds. 

Italians Hold Lines.

They have completely rcoccu- 
pled their original positions on Asolone 
and Monte Solnroln nail are closely 
pressing the enemy who crossed the 
PInve. 

3,000 Auctrlans Captured. 

London, June 17.— The crossing of 
the Pluve river and the capture .of 
10,000 prisoners was reported from 
Vienna as tho Initial success of the 
first few hours of the offensive ngalnst 
Italy. 

In sharp contradiction came a state- 
ment from the. Italian war office that 
vhe armies of General Diaz had suc- 
cessfully withstood tho enemy on- 
slaughts along a front of nearly one 
hundred tidies and had taken prison- 
er more than 11,000 Austrlans. 

The Italians also shot down 31 of 
Emperor Karl's aviators In the ter- 
rific air battle that marked tho open- 
ing stages of tho Austrian offensive. 
The Austrlans were able to reach only 
u few unimportant positions In the 
Italian first line. 

French nnd British contingents, hold- 
ing Important sectors of the Italian 
front under attack, played lending 
parts In repulsing the Austrian attack. 
British Take Prisoners. 

They recovered nil the ground, 350 
\ustrlnn prisoners, two largo moun- 
inln cannon and a number of machine 
guns.

AMERICAN WINS WAR CROSS 



Private W. J. Guyton First U. S. Sol- 
dier to Die on Enemy Soil Is 
Honored by France. 

Washington, June 18.— Award of 
the French cross of war to Private W. 
J.-fchytoo'ttB the first Amerlcno soldier 
to bo killed on German soil Is an- 
nounced by General Pershing.

With the American Forces on the 
Mnrhe, June 18.— The Germans began 
using gas to a greater extent along 
tills front than they have heretofore. 
The Bol8 de Bellenu came in for its 
share, but the 'American lines "remain 
Intact. 

An American patrol crossed the 
Mnrne at night, east of Chateau Thier- 
ry and at once established contact with 
the Germans. After an exchange of 
shots the Americans recrossed the 
river safely in boats. 

Examlnntibn of Germuns captured 
In the Xlvrny fight disclosed the enemy 
planned the raid a. week in advance, 
and thnt the COO special troops were 
rehearsed. The American artillery 
and machine guns Inflictediheavy cas- 
ualties on the unprotected' Germans in 
No Slun's Land. 

French Make Gains. 

Paris, June 18.— The French troops 
improved their positions north and 
nothwest of Hnutebraye, between the 
Olse and the Alsne, In n local opera- 
tion. One hundred prisoners and some 
machine guns were captured, says the 
official statement. 

German attacks were repulsed In 
•the Cavleres wood and In the Vosges. 

A successful raid was carried out at 
night east of Arras by the British, who 
took a few prisoners, It is unnounced 
officially. 

Yanks Repulse Two Attacks. 

Paris, June 14.— The. Germans have 
made two attacks on the American 
sector between Boureshes and Torcy, 
on- the Murne front.* The Americans 
broke up the attacks and Inflicted seri- 
ous losses on the enemy, holding all 
the gains which they had mnde. 

The Americans took 50 -prisoners 
Including n captain jond captured a 
number of machine tguns. The pris- 
oner hnul resulted 'from a compuny of 
Bodies quietly filtering Into a ravine 
to the Ieft^of Bellenu wood. -rhe_ Amer- 
icans cut" them off and after a brief 
fight the German caprnln surrendered. 
Marines Take 400 Huns. 

With the American Army In France, 
June 14.— The excellence of the Amer- 
ican artillery fire was largely respon- 
sible for the capture by American. mn- 
rlnes of approximately 400 prisoners In 
the fighting which resulted In the 
clearing out of the Bellenu wood, 
northwest of Chateau Thierry. The 
Germans who had been told to avoid 
capture because the Americans^ would 
torture them, 'started to run after the 
American machine gunners had mnde 
the" wood untenable^ but the artillery 
barrage was so perfect that the Ger- 
mans were cut off from escape. 
German Drive Is Failure. 

With the French Army In France, 
Juno 15. — Only small local actions 
have occurred along tho bnttle front 
since Thursday night, nnd It appears 
scarcely possible that the Germans 
will recommence serious work for the 
present ou the line of Montdldler- 
Noyon. 

Their offensive for the capture of 
Compelgne, with the eventuality of 
.making further progress toward Purls 
from the base that they hoped to at- 
tain there, may be regarded as having 
met a bloody check, costing them thou- 
sands of men belonging to their best 
divisions. 

Hoped to Forestall America. 

There appears no doubt that the Ger- 
mans desired to make nn imposing ad- 
vance toward the capital and nt tho 
same time inflict;. losses on the French 
nnd the British before the American 
army was ready to take tho field. 

The Germans probably will try to 
break through somewhere else, but the 
nllles, with their armies under the 
command of Generul Foch, ure confi- 
dent that they "will check the Germans 
anywhere. 

Drive Cost Foe 280,000 Men. 

Paris' June 15.— M. Clemencenu's or- 
gnn, L'llomme Libre, expresses no sur- 
prise at the slackening of the battle. 
The enemy, It. declares, 1ms engaged 
about* eighty divisions since May 27, 
nearly half of which left 50 per cent 
of their men on the battleground. It 
expresses the opinion that General 
LudcndorfT has a maximum of 30 re- 
servo divisions, of which two-thirds 
have already taken part In the strug- 
gle, •

Civilians' Leave Compelgne. 

Paris; June 14.— The ndvantogo In 
Thursday's fighting, ns indlcntcd by 
the war oflice statement, rests with the 
nllled arms. In the give-and-take of 
tho two distinct actions being fought, 
one south of Noyon. the other south- 
west of Solssons, Genttral Foch un- 
doubtedly lias tome off the better. 

The French nro evacuating tho 
civilian population nt Compelgne, dis- 
patches from the front declare.' but 
this docs not disturb Paris. The Ger- 
mans are about seven miles away from 
this strongly held town, but nt that dis- 
tance they nro easily in gun range. 
Consequently It has been held expedi- 
ent to get the noncombntants out.
